Bellamy Storer, the American Minister to 
Spain; has been. “ offictally lost,’’ and if 
his whereabouts are not ascertained with- 
in the next twenty-four hours the State 
department will set an investigation on 
foot to locate him. .The movements of the 
new Minister are a mystery to Secretary 
Hay, and this government has been caused 
some. little embarrassment by the failure 
of Mr. Storer to report at Madrid. It had 
been arranged to have him present his cre- 
dentials to the Queen Regent the same day 


Storer was in Paris, presumably on his way 
to Madrid, but it appears he returned to his 
old post at Antwerp. | 

_ Whether he is still there or at Madrid is 
a matter on which the State department has 
no information. They are wondering “what 
has become of the Ohioan and what has de- 
layed the execution of-his plans for present- 
ing his credentials to the Queen Regent, 
thus fully restoring diplomatic relations be- 
tween Spain and the United States. 

_ While the department officials are at a 
loss to explain the dilatory actions of the 
new Minister, they have no fear that he 
has met with a mishap, but the explanation 
is suggested that he has gone to some of 
the resorts in the south of France and is 
enjoying himself. ,If he is not heard from 
by tomorrow Ambassador Porter at Paris 
will be instructed to institute a search sor | 
the missing Minister.

‘the text, in many cases rewriting it, and, as 
some of his followers did not — to be- 


lieve,. improving it. 


Manager and Artist. 

-During the fast twenty-five years Mr. 
Daly was the one artist manager of the 
United States. His rule ‘was in many ways 
despotic, but he kept his followers in line 
by merit. His artistic judgment was ex- 
cellent and his taste good. They were recog- 
nized not morely locally, but in Paris and 
London, where he was acknowledged as a 
man ranking in his pyoteanton with any one 


; 


The dead manager was | a“ popular” 
man. He had a cold, icy way) about him, a 
lack of enthusiasm in recognizing others’ tal- 
ents, that some of his players resented, but 
was instrumental im building up a discipline 
in his company such as is seldom seen. 

Mr. Daly was nearly 61 years old, having 
been born in Plymouth, N. C., on July 20, 
1838. His father was former Judge Daly, 
and his brother sat on the bench in New 
York City. His early trdining was intel- 
lectual and his tastes literary. In his early 
days he went upon the stage, but he found 
that his forte lay rather In stage manage- 
ment and adaptation, and so he retired | 
from the boards after a short time. 

It was not until he had been hanging about 
theaters for a few years, an unrecognized) 
genius, and had been dramatic critic for 
New. York papers, that he did anything to 
attract notice. That wah when he wrote 
‘“‘ Leah, the Forsaken,” for Miss Bateman. 
Later he became her manager, and she 
toured the country successfully—a trip that 
put Daly on his theatrical feet. 7

‘THE BICYCLE. AND MATHEMATICS. 

‘The motion of a bicycle is being inves- 
tigated by several of the mathematical 
journals, which reminds one of the 


‘turns out of the mathematica! will depend 
‘much upon what is put into it. In some 
of these articles the conditions are so ar- 


‘est; while in others the results were al- 
ready known to every boy oY girl who rides 
a bicycle. One writer investigates the mo- 
tion of a bicycle when the front wheel 


principle, momente-of inertia, and elaborate 
symbols of differentiation, he arrives at 
the conclusion that the state of steady mo; 
tion of such a bicycle is unstable, and the 
machine will fall to the ground. That 
was known before. Why is it that the 
mathematician so seldom invents? Some 
grimy mechanic makes a discovery, and 
then the university-don applies the laws 
of motion and the axioms of mathematics, 
and finds that the results arrived at by 
his grimy friend must be so. One writer 
admits that no. satisfactory explanation on 
mathematical’ lines has been given of the 
practicability and ease of riding a bicycle. 
Some of their statements, howeyer, are 
interesting to’ bicycle riders. Mr. Routh 
in the Messenger of Mathematics tells us 
that the impressed force which causes the 
motion of a bicycle is the friction between 
the hind wheel and ground along the trace 
of the hind wheel. He also tells us that 
the reason it is possible to ride a bicycle 
without using the handles is that when 
the front wheel is turned its point of con- 
tact with the ground no longer lies in the 
plane of the framework. Mr. Whipple in 
the. Quarterly Journal of Mathematics 
says that the instructions given to begin- 
pers in the art of learning to ride a bicycle } 
“contain the information that. if the front 
whee! be turned towards the side on which 
the rider is falling, centrifugal force will 
restore him to the normal position. An 
explanation is required of the ease with 
which the correct inclination is given to 
the handles, even when the rider’s attention 
is devoted to other objects,’ There may be 
a certain amount of reflex action which en- 
ables the rider to balance himself ‘without 
conscious attention.”

‘STEVENSON’S LETTERS, 

The letters of Robert Louis Stevenson, 
now running in Scribner’s Magazine, are 
something unique in the way of literature. 
It often happens that a literary idol will be- 
tray in his letters a matter-of-fact facility 
for dwelling upon a dead level of common- 
placeness. This, perhaps, is well, but it is 
sometimes disappointing. Stevenson’ s let- 
ters reveal the free, benignant nature of the 
man even more than his works, and they 
are absorbingly interesting. One thing 
that makes them so is the fact that the 
writer's life was always hanging by the 
fgailest of threads, As Mr. Gosse. Bays: 
“ He was so bright and keen and witty, and 
any week he might die.” And how jocular- 
ly Stevenson speaks of the grim monster. 
“ For about six weeks,” he writes, “ I have 
| been in utter doubt; it was a toss up for 
life or death all that time; but I won the 


comfited. This is not the first time, nor will 
it be the last, that I havea friendly game 
with that gentleman. I know he will end 
by cleaning me out; but the rogue is insid- 
ious, and the habit of that sort of gam- 
bling scenis to’ be a part of my nature.”

Nothing could be more ungracious than 
a disposition to criticise the action of Mrs. 
Stanford. It is easy to believe her when 
she says that the chiefest delight of ex- 
istence for her is to aid in carrying into ef- 
fect the purpose of her late husband—her 
own purpose no less than his—in the matter 
of the Leland Stanford University. It is 
not so easy to understand her reason for de- 
termining to limit the number of women in 
attendance at the university to 500. 

Why should 500 young women be allowed 
to avail themselves of the costly advantages 
of education and training for life in that 
school and no more? Mrs. Stanford de- 
clares her belief in coeducation. She ap- 
pears to be campletely democratic in her 
sympathies. The university has been open 
freely to all, Its ideal in this respect has

PASSENGER ASSOCIATION, 


‘ 


Resigns His Position as Chairman, 
Which He Had Held for Seven Years 
—Wili Be General Traffic Manager 
of the Delaware and Lackawanna— 
Rock Island Stockholders Re-elect 
Former Directors—Annual Meetings. 
of Other Companies Are Held. 


Considerable stir was caused in railroad 
_¢ircies here yesterday by the announcement 

that B. D. Caldwell! had resigned as chair- 
man of the Western Passenger assooiation 
to accept the position of General Traffic 
Manager of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western railway company. Members of the 
association say no other man who has ever 
held the position of chairman of that body 
has managed its affairs so successfully as 
he. 

When the General Passenger Agents of the 
Western roads met yesterday to consider 
the proposed new agreement none of them 
had an idea that the association was about 
to lose the services of !ts chairman. Great, 
therefore, was the surprise when Mr. Cald- 
well made the following announcement: 

I wish to take this opportunity of respect- 
fully presenting my resignation as chairman 
of the Western Passenger association in order 
to accept the position of General Traffic Manager 
of an Eastern road. Would like it to take effect 
upon such early date as may best sult your 
convenience. 

In this connection I desire to express my deep 
appreciation of the consideration you have shown 
me. If I have attained any success in the seven 
years in which I have served as your chairman, it 
4s largely due to your codperation and the intelli- 
gent and hearty support which you have given 
me in all my efforts. For all this I am grate- 
ful and appreciative beyond my power to properly 
express. I shall always be greatly interested 
in you as an association and as individuals, and 
hope to carry with me to my new field your re- 
epect, friendship, and best wishes. 

All of the members present made individ- 
ual expression of their regret of losing the 
services of Mr. Caldwell, and at the after- 
noon session the following acceptance was 
adopted: | 

The Western Passenger association having 
heard of the resignation of Chairman B. D. Cald- 
well, and understanding from him that it is ab-
